to His Palace at Whitehall, the 22 day of April next, being the dag 
before His Majeſties Coro nation.

RN regard the Tower of London is not of capacity to receive the neteſla⸗ 
rr Attendants and Hozſes of all perſons deſigned to ride in that 
FE PrAffding; His Majeſty out of His care fo pꝛebenting of all Diloꝛ⸗ 
der, and foz the better conveniency of all ſuch of his Novility and o⸗ 
l thers who are to attend Him that day in that Royal Pyoceeding from 
the Tower of London; Doth hereby declare his expzels Will and 
Plealure tobe, That no Perſon wyatever but the Nobility, Pꝛivp 
£0 x Counſello:s,the Gentlemen of their Hozſe and their ſervants in TLive⸗ 
a= cox ry,wzelume to come into the Tower that day, noꝛ to bꝛing in anyhoꝛſes 
— burt thole belonging to his Majeſty , and to his Þighneſs the Duke o 
| the Nobilityand Counſellozs ; but that all other perſons do (with their ſervants 
and Holes) ſtay upon Tower-Hill, where they are to be by Eight of the clock that mozning ; 
-  wheretheyſhallbe placed and diſpoſed by His Majeſties Officers of Armes in ſuch manner as 
that they may be moſt conveniently ranked, and P2oceed accozding to their Degrees: Noz that 
any Perſon ok any condition whatſoever , but ſuch as are in the Liſt of Pzoceeding , and have 
o2der kor it, pꝛelume to march oz ride therein. And ko2 pꝛevention of diſozder, That no perſon 
Whatloever dothat day ride upon any unruly oꝛ ſtriking Þozſe. And becauſe the multitude of. 
perſons that are to ride in that Royal Pꝛoceeding me not hinder each other, It is His Maje⸗ 
ſties further pleaſure and command, That the Duke of York's Hozſe Guards,who are to have the 
Van in that Pꝛoteeding, be dꝛawn up early in the mozning in the Crurchet Fryers ready to march 
when they ſhall ve directed; And that His Majeſties Hozſe Guards be alſo dzawn up in Tower- 
ſtreet, 02 the Minories ; and that the Duke of Albemarles Hozſe Guards be dꝛawn up in the 
Street without Algate; both which are in oꝛder to bꝛing up the Reer. To all which Com⸗ 
mands His Majeſty expects due obedience to be given, and that all perſons (without diſpute) ſhall 
= ng P2oceeding acco2ding as they ſhall ve called and ranked by His Majeſties Officers ot
